ID 
some OGO of a hundred ways ft great many 
capable, industrious and letupernte people

A certain per cent.—and n largo one- 


will do this to the end, partly from inability 
to do anything elso, and partly because 
they really prefer the city, with all its hard 
conditions, to any other life however easy. 
Knowing history and human nu'.uro even 
slightly, one would not wasto words on 
these classes, urging u change. 


I)ul [here aro thousands of men in towns, 


for whom tlso truo answer to tho questions 
'•How shall I better my condition''"— 
"What shall 1 do in tho spring ;"—is : Buy 
a farm. 
We aro not so "greeu" RS to sup- 


pose that farming is n business than any 
one can tako up and llrive nt, after failing 
in everything else, or without any experi- 
ence, or knowledge of it. 
Wo also know 


that laud cannot bo- bough without ino:iey. 
But we sec men gruhhiug along in the ways 
we have indicated, who wero "farmers' 
boys.'' They left tho old farm for one rea- 
sou or auolher-uo matter whnt; aud 
things tiavo not turned out as they hoped 
no matter why. Thoy Imvo, or could real- 
ize front their business, n little uiouuy ; or 
the old father or friends nould help them 
to some- if it were to bo invested in such n. 
a tangible bit of property as it pieco of 
laud. 


To these, and lo all who are we.iry or dis- 


gusted with IhoharJ conditions of citv life 
for people of small menns, ami who" have 
tuo physical ability nnd tho moral stamina 
to live a life of real independence, tho old 
advice was never tnoro timely :

fnrm. There is hope for tho man who has 
not losl that satisfaction in ownership of 
land which is among our best inheritances 
ns Americans. Tho race-old longing which 
Emerson calls "Earth-Hunger," is truly con- 
servativo us well ns a most noble, feeling ; 
and it is not Iho least of tho compensations 
for the "panicky." times through which wo 
are passing, thai land hna como lo be again 
regarded ns the most solid atul safe posses- 
sion.
